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Prices  of  Proprietaries 

CHANGES  IN  VOLUNTARY  SCHEME 

MODIFICATIONS  have  been  made  in  the  voluntary  scheme  agreed 
between  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Association  of  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Industry  for  the  regulation  of  the  prices  of  pharmaceutical 
products.  The  amendments  were  announced  by  Mr.  Enoch  Powell 
(Minister  of  Health)  on  December  15.  The  Minister  gave  the  information 
in  a  written  answer  to  Lord  Balniel. 

The   new   scheme,   which   will    run     Association)  said :  "  Retaining  the  same 


from  January  1,  1961,  to  June  30,  1964, 
retains  the  same  general  framework  as 
before.  After  an  initial  three-year 
period  of  freedom  from  control,  the 
maximum  price  for  each  product  is 
fixed  by  reference  to  export  prices 
where  exports  are  substantial;  other- 
wise by  reference  to  the  price  of  an 
exact  unbranded  equivalent,  where  that 
exists;  or  according  to  a  constructed 
formula.  The  main  modifications  now 
announced  are: — 

(1)  The  Ministry  may  call  for  direct 
negotiations  about  prices  on  some  widely 
used  drugs  that  are  patent-protected  and 
for  which  export  prices  may  not  be  com- 
petitive (the  existing  scheme  allows  for 
direct  negotiation  of  prices  only  at  the 
manufacturer's  option). 

(2)  The  percentage  of  sales  that  must 
be  exported  before  the  export  price  test 
can  be  used  for  a  particular  product  goes 
up  from  20  to  25.  Where,  however,  a  firm's 
total  exports  amount  to  at  least  25  per 
cent,  of  total  production,  a  single  prepara- 
tion may  qualify  at  20  per  cent. 

(3)  The  formula  that  fixes  the  maximum 
price  for  products  which  do  not  satisfy 
the  export  criterion,  and  for  which  there 
are  no  exact  unbranded  equivalents,  is 
revised  so  as  to  result  in  lower  maxima. 

(4)  The  three-year  period  of  freedom 
from  control,  which  is  intended  partly  to 
give  the  manufacturer  an  opportunity  to 
recover  research  and  development  expendi- 
ture, is  no  longer  to  be  allowed  to  products 
which  manifestly  owe  nothing  to  fresh 
research. 

As  in  the  original  scheme,  the  indus- 
try have  undertaken  that  prices  shall 
•not,  save  exceptionally,  be  increased 
where  they  are  below  the  maxima  indi- 
cated by  the  formulas. 

Although  the  scheme  does  not  re- 
quire disclosure  of  profit  margins  or  of 
the  costs  of  advertising,  except  where 
they  may  be  factors  in  direct  negotia- 
tions about  price,  the  A. B.P.I,  has 
volunteered  to  provide  additional  in- 
formation on  those  points.  The  Minis- 
ter has  acknowledged  the  co-operation 
of  the  A. B.P.I,  in  the  negotiations  that 
have  resulted  in  the  modifications. 
Commenting  on  the  announcement. 
Mr.  Herbert  Palmer  (president  of  the 


general  framework,  as  the  previous 
scheme,  the  new  scheme  continues  to 
encourage  the  pharmaceutical  export 
trade  (last  year:  £40,000,000)  and  the 
research  effort  (now  running  at  £6* 
millions)  essential  to  the  advancement 
of  medicine.  It  reflects  our  desire  to 
provide  the  Ministry  of  Health  with 
acceptable  evidence  of  the  fairness  and 
reasonableness  of  the  prices  charged 
for  our  products.  The  industry's  record 
as  to  price  is  a  good  one,  the  wholesale 
price  index  for  pharmaceuticals  having 
risen  since  1954  by  only  1-01  per  cent., 
whereas  that  for  all  manufactured  pro- 
ducts has  risen  by  12-94  per  cent.  The 
total  amount  received  by  manufacturers 
for  drugs  remains  less  than  7  per  cent, 
of  the  cost  of  the  Health  Service." 

Retail  Sales 

BOARD  OF  TRADE  FIGURES 

RECENTLY  issued  Board  of  Trade 
statistics  show  that  sales  of  chemists' 
goods  by  independent  retailers  in 
August  were  6-9  per  cent,  lower  than 
in  July  but  2-6  per  cent,  higher  than  in 
August  1959.  In  September,  indepen- 
dent retailers'  sales  were  7-6  per  cent, 
lower  than  in  August  but  3-8  per  cent, 
higher  than  in  September  1959.  Multiple 
retailers'  sales  were  7  per  cent,  lower  in 
August  than  in  July  but  1-9  per  cent, 
higher  than  in  August  1959.  In  Septem- 
ber, their  sales  were  2  per  cent,  lower 
than  in  August  but  10  per  cent,  higher 
than  in  September  1959.  Sales  by  Co- 
operative Societies  were  8-4  per  cent, 
lower  in  August  than  in  July  but  4-9 
per  cent,  higher  than  in  August  1959. 
Corresponding  figures  for  September 
were  —  1-8  per  cent,  and  +  6  per  cent. 
The  figures  do  not  allow  for  receipts 
under  the  National  Health  Service. 

Analyst's  Report 

DRUG  SAMPLES  IN  BIRMINGHAM 

THE  Birmingham  City  analyst's  report 
for  the  third  quarter,  1960.  mentions 
that  of  the  1.279  samples  of  foods  and 
drugs  examined,  five  drug  specimens 
were  incorrect.  The  report  states  that 
a  sample  of  Blaud's  pills  should  have 


consisted  of  B.P.C.  pills  of  ferrous  car- 
bonate, but  in  fact  the  contents  of  the 
bottle  were  B.P.C.  capsules  of  ferrous 
carbonate  which  had  been  wrongly 
labelled  by  the  wholesaler  who  had 
supplied  them  to  the  pharmacist.  Eaulty 
and  overlong  storage  was  evidently  re- 
sponsible for  the  condition  of  a  sample 
of  compound  liquorice  powder  which 
had  formed  into  damp  lumps  and  was 
unfit  for  use.  The  pharmacist  under- 
took to  store  and  pack  the  powder 
under  better  conditions.  A  sample  of 
boric  lint  contained  9-1  per  cent,  boric 
acid,  which  was  outside  the  B.P.C. 
range  of  3-7  per  cent.  The  lint  was 
found  to  be  at  least  two  years  old 
and  to  have  originated  from  a  firm 
which  had  since  liquidated.  The  offend- 
ing material  was  removed  from  sale. 
The  label  of  a  bottle  of  household 
ammonia  did  not  carry  the  name  and 
address  of  the  retailer.  The  matter  was 
referred  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.

A  PHOTOGRAPHIC  exhibition  illus- 
trating the  development  of  nuclear 
power  in  Great  Britain  was  opened  at 
Ilford  House.  133  Oxford  Street,  Lon- 
don, W.l.  on  December  14,  by  Sir 
Roger  Makins.  G.C.B..  G.C.M.B. 
(chairman.  United  Kingdom  Atomic 
Energy  Authority).  Sir  Roger  thanked 
the  directors  of  Ilford.  Ltd.,  for  choos- 
ing the  work  of  the  U.K.A.E.A.  as  a 
theme  for  one  of  the  company's  series 
of  exhibitions  reflecting  various  aspects 
of  British  life.  The  display  is  the  first

Food  Additive  Controls 

A  REVIEW  OF  U.K.  PRACTICE 

"FOOD  Additive  Control  in  the 
United  Kingdom "  is  the  title  of  the 
second  booklet  in  the  Food  Additive 
Control  Series  published  by  the  Food 
and  Agriculture  Organisation  of  the 
United  Nations  (H.M.  Stationery  Office 
2s.  6d.).  Written  by  C.  L.  Hinton, 
formerly  superintendent  of  research, 
British  Food  Manufacturing  Industries 
Research  Association,  the  52-paged 
booklet  contains  details  of  the  history 
and  development  of  food  additives  con- 
trol, the  current  legislation,  a  compre- 
hensive list  of  legislation,  together 
with  a  brief  review  of  the  national 
literature  on  food  additives  and  details 
of  Parliamentary  debates  on  the  sub- 
ject. 

" Health  at  Work" 

A  SURVEY  IN  FOURTEEN  FACTORIES 

IN  a  foreword  to  a  new  Ministry  of 
Labour  publication  on  industrial 
health,  Mr.  John  Hare  (Minister  of 
Labour)  draws  attention  to  the  fact 
that  more  than  300  million  working 
days  are  lost  each  year  in  Great  Britain 
because  of  sickness  or  injury.  "  If  we 
can  reduce  this  figure,"  he  states,  "  we 
shall  at  once  cut  down  human  suffer- 
ing, and  make  a  contribution  to  our 
national  prosperity."  The  Minister's 
foreword  is  contained  in  a  booklet, 
"  Health  at  Work,"  which  gives  four- 
teen examples  of  individual  industrial 
health  schemes  operating  successfully 
in  factories  in  different  parts  of  the 
country,  and  the  Minister  hopes  that 
these  examples  will  encourage  other 
firms  to  follow  suit.  The  booklet, 
although  not  on  sale,  is  being  widely 
distributed  to  factory  occupiers  by 
H.M.  Factory  Inspectorate. 

Among  the  industries  represented  in 
the  examples  are  those  concerned  with 
the  preparation  of  insecticides,  fungi- 
cides, fine  chemicals,  pharmaceuticals 
and  animal  feeding  stuffs. 


Colonial  Research 

NEW  SCHEMES  APPROVED 

OF  the  gross  allocation  of  Colonial 
Development  and  Welfare  funds  for  re- 
search during  1959-60  (£2-37  millions), 
15-8  per  cent,  was  for  medical  research, 
23-7  per  cent,  for  pesticides  research, 
and  1  -9  per  cent,  for  tsetse  and  trypano- 
somiasis research.  New  projects  during 
the  year  included,  in  Britain,  research 
on  the  preservation  of  malarian  para- 
sites and  studies  of  the  genetics  of 
Aedes  Aegypti  and  on  tick-borne  dis- 
eases, at  the  London  School  of  Hygiene 
and  Tropical  Medicine  (grants  totalling 
£9,967);  preparation  of  botanical  mono- 
graphs by  the  Imperial  Forestry  Insti- 
tute, Oxford  (£4,500)  and  a  Colonial 
pool  of  pesticides  chemists  based  at 
the  Tropical  Products  Institute,  Lon- 
don (£10,380).  Advances  in  chemo- 
therapy have  opened  possibilities  of  a 
new  control  of  trypanosomiasis.  "  More 
efficient  drugs  for  the  arrest  of  the 
human  disease  have  come  into  use  and 
the  development  of  prophylactic  drugs 
for  animals  has  made  possible  the  pro- 
ductive maintenance  of  cattle  in  areas 
which  are  lightly  infected  with  tsetse." 
the  report  states.  The  Colonial  Research 
report  (Cmnd.

Cosmetic  Chemists 

THEORIES  OF  EMULSIONS 

A  NEW  machine  for  the  study  of  emul- 
sions at  the  inversion  point  was  des- 
cribed by  Professor  J.  T.  Davies  (Bir- 
mingham University)  to  a  meeting  of 
the  Society  of  Cosmetics  in  London 
on  November  21.  Professor  Davies  was 
speaking  on  "What  Determines  Emul- 
sion Type."  He  opened  with  an  his- 
torical account  of  emulsions  and  went 
on  to  refer  to  Griffin's  concept  of 
H.L.B.  (hydrophile-lipophile  balance). 
An  H.L.B.  number  was  given  to  each 
surface-active  agent,  those  with  an 
H.L.B.  below  seven  giving  water-in-oil 
emulsions,  those  above  seven  giving  oil- 
in-water  emulsions.  The  practical  deter- 
mination of  H.L.B.  numbers  was, 
however, tediousandprolonged.  Accord- 
ingly Professor  Davies  had  designed  a 
machine  for  the  study  of  emulsions  at 
the  inversion  point.  The  machine  con- 
sisted of  two  reservoirs,  one  containing 
oil  the  other  water.  From  them  the 
water  and  oil  were  independently  forced 


together  between  the  surface  of  a  stator 
and  rotor.  The  rate  of  flow  of  each 
phase  could  be  controlled  and  was  in- 
dicated on  flow  meters.  The  entry  from 
the  flow  meters  were  placed  symmetric- 
ally about  the  centre  of  the  stator.  The 
inversion  point  was  obtained  by  vary- 
ing the  flow  rates.  He  had  found  that 
the  emulsion  could  be  viewed  through 
a  window  and  that  the  emulsion  type 
could  be  determined  by  its  appearance 
as  it  splashed  against  it.  (The  rotor 
rotated  at  about  2,000  r.p.m.).  Dr. 
H.  W.  Hibbott  (president)  asked 
whether  the  effects  of  varying  rotor 
speed,  rotor  diameter  and  temperature 
had  been  measured.  So  far  they  had  not. 
There  was  then  discussion  on  the  solu- 
bility of  calcium  stearate  in  oil  and  the 
electrostatic  effect  of  rotor-stator  mate- 
rials.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS

An  old-fashioned  Christmas 

Christmas,  like  the  summers  of  long  ago.  seems  to  have  undergone 
dramatic  change,  if  we  are  to  accept  the  oft-expressed  views  of  many  in 
the  age  group  between  twenty  and  ninety.  They  all  recall  with  evident 
nostalgia  that  when  they  were  young  it  always  snowed  at  Christmas.  They 
are  equally  emphatic  that,  from  the  day  that  school  discharged  them  for 
the  summer  break  to  the  morning  they  crept  back  unwillingly  to  educational 
confinement  in  the  early  days  of  autumn,  there  was  perpetual  sunshine  and 
blue  skies.  Bearing  in  mind  that  that  happy  state  of  affairs  obtained  in  the 
youth  of  us  all  over  the  range  of  seventy  years  covered  by  the  groups 
aforementioned,  one  has  little  difficulty  in  deducing  that  every  year  since 
1880  or  thereby  has  provided  us  with  old-fashioned  Christmas  weather 
and  faultless  summers.  No  attention  whatsoever  should  be  paid  to  the 
weather  records  kept  by  grudging  meteorological  departments.  But.  look- 
ing at  what  the  pharmacy  offers  today,  one  finds  considerable  change  in  the 
habits  of  the  population.  Much  more  is  offered  to  meet  its  wishes,  and 
it  is  even  possible  to  detect  a  faltering  attempt  to  implant  the  wishes 
themselves.  I  dimly  recall  my  first  Christmas  in  pharmacy — I  feel  sure 
it  must  have  been  a  white  one — and  its  display  of  eau  de  Cologne  and 
lavender  water,  very  nicely  put  up  with  a  little  coloured  silk  ribbon  tied  round 
the  neck.  Both  were,  of  course,  made  in  the  pharmacy.  For  those  who  did 
not  aspire  to  the  dizzy  heights  of  beribboned  lavender,  more  modest  pur- 
chases could  be  made  of  an  exotic  Opoponax  or  a  more  sophisticated 
Jockey  Club.  Both  were  exciting  and  had  been  new  once  on  a  time.' 

Other  cosmetics 

Perfume  was  not  the  whole  story,  for  one  might  find  oneself  cast  in 
the  role  of  beautician,  compounding  face  powder  to  this  formula:  "Zinc 
oxide  levig.  5  oz. ;  creta  gallica  10  oz. ;  ac.  boric.  10  oz. ;  creta  prascip.  10 
oz. ;  Bismuth,  oxychlor.  2\  oz. ;  otto  of  rose  m.  50;  ol.  santal.  flav.  m.  50. 
Mix,  colour  with  carmine  if  required."  Uncoloured,  the  product  made  the 
unhappy  user  look  as  if  she  had  just  seen  Marley's  ghost.  Coloured  with- 
out a  nice  regard  for  the  vagaries  of  nature  and  climate,  it  could  send  its 
fair  user  forth  looking  as  if  she  had  spent  the  previous  hour  or  two  with  her 
head  in  a  coke  oven.  There  were,  of  course,  other  face  powders  manufac- 
tured in  factories  and  supplied  either  in  cardboard  boxes  or  in  little  folders 
with  tissue  paper  impregnated  with  the  powder — curiously  sps't  "  poudre." 
On  reflection,  woman  seems  to  have  changed  too,  for  the  whole  sex  at 
that  time  could  be  simply  divided  into  natural  and  cream.  There  were  no 
honey  blonds,  or  Titian  reds,  or  heather  mixtures  or  Saucy  Salomes,  or 
the  hundred  and  one  other  complexions  which  haunt  us  at  the  present 
time.  And.  looking  back.  I  cannot  remember  that  the  simple  division  into 
cream  or  natural  resulted  in  repulsion  on  that  account.  Very  far  from  it. 

Man 

And  what  of  man,  at  that  now  far-off  time?  A  bottle  of  lime  cream  to 
smooth  the  hair  was  not  out  of  place.  Nor  was  a  shaving  brush  or  shaving 
stick.  It  was  a  simple  life  in  those  days,  for  the  donor,  for  the  vendor  and 
for  the  recipient.  But  time  has  changed  all  that,  and  man  today,  no  matter 
his  station  in  life,  vies  with  Shakespeare's  nobleman  who  was  "  Fresh  as  a 
bridegroom  ;  and  his  chin  new-reaped  showed  like  a  stubble  land  at  harvest 
home ;  he  was  perfumed  like  a  milliner,  and  'twixt  his  finger  and  his 
thumb  he  held  a  pouncet-box,  which  ever  and  anon  he  gave  his  nose  and 
took'd  away  again."  New-reaped  chin  is  an  apt  description  in  our  age  of 
mechanical  shaving,  and  at  least  a  dozen  firms  are  succeeding  in  making 
man  of  the  1960's  leave  a  trail  of  new  and  exciting  perfumes  in  his  wake. 
How  long,  I  wonder,  before  the  pouncet-box  comes  into  its  own  again? 
But  there  is  no  need  in  our  modern  world  for  man  to  keep  the  perfume 
selfishly  to  himself  in  a  small  ornamental  box.  That  was  a  Scrooge-like 
attitude,  unbecoming  to  this  festive  season,  for  this  is  the  time  of  giving.

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LABELLING  OF  MEDICINAL  SUBSTANCES 

Recommendations  by  three  associations 


A  MEMORANDUM  giving  guidance 
on  the  procedure  to  be  followed  when 
devising  labels  and  titles  for  compound 
medicinal  preparations  was  issued  by 
the  Association  of  British  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Industry,  the  Proprietary  Associa- 
tion of  Great  Britain  and  the  Associa- 
tion of  Public  Analysts  on  December 
13.  Representatives  of  the  associations 
have  met  from  time  to  time  to  discuss 
the  labelling  of  medicinal  preparations 
with  particular  reference  to  Section  6 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955  and, 
as  a  result,  it  was  agreed  that  it  would 
be  helpful  to  publish  a  document  setting 
out  the  views  of  the  three  Associations 
on  this  subject.  The  A. B.P.I,  and  the 
P.A.G.B.  are  recommending  their  mem- 
bers to  apply  the  principles  set  out  in 
the  memorandum  when  devising  titles 
and  labels  for  new  preparations. 

LABELLING  RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  Where  reference  is  made  in  the  main 
title  of  a  preparation  to  any  substance 
added  to  improve  presentation  or  palat- 
abilily,  the  name  of  the  substance  should 
be  qualified  by  some  word  such  as  "  fla- 
voured," *'  coated,"  "  coloured,"  etc. 

2.  Where  the  name  of  an  ingredient  is 
included  in  the  title  without  qualification, 
the  quantity  in  a  recommended  dose  should 
bear  a  reasonable  relationship  to  a  thera- 
peutic dose;  when  evaluating  the  dose  of 
any  substance  included  in  a  compounded 
preparation  it  is  accepted  pharmaceutical 
practice  to  take  into  consideration  the  gen- 
eral character  of  the  preparation  and  the 
synergistic  action  or  therapeutic  effect  ex- 
erted by  other  ingredients. 

3.  Where  reference  is  made  in  the  title 
to  any  ingredients  possessing  therapeutic 
activity,  this  reference  should  be  qualified 
by  some  word  such  as  "  compound  "  il 
the  ingredients  mentioned  are  not  those 
which  exert  the  most  important  therapeu- 
tic effect  or  if  the  title  does  not  incorpor- 
ate the  names  of  all  therapeutically  active 
substances  contained  in  the  preparation. 

4.  Where  reference  is  made  in  the  title 
to  any  ailment  or  symptom  of  ill  health, 
either  directly  or  by  implication  through 
reference  to  any  part  of  the  body,  the 
preparation  should  contain  adequate 
amounts  of  ingredients  which  are  recog- 
nised, or  can  be  shown  to  be  suitable,  for 
the  treatment  of  that  condition. 

5.  Where  the  title  incorporates  a  gen- 
eric description,  e.g.,  linctus,  cream,  lotion, 
etc.,  the  character  of  the  preparation 
should  comply  with  the  generally  accepted 
definition  of  the  class  to  which  reference 
is  made. 

6.  The  title  or  other  descriptive  matter 
on  the  label  should  not  include  the  word 
"  cure  "  unless  there  is  adequate  scientifie 
support  for  its  use. 

7.  Where  the  title  or  other  descriptive 
matter  on  the  label  refers  to,  claims,  or 
implies  any  effect  following  its  use,  the 
efficacy  should  not  be  exaggerated. 

8.  Where  the  title  or  other  descriptive 
matter  on  the  label  implies  that  it  is  a 
herbal  remedy,  the  ingredient,  or  ingredi- 
ents, which  exert  the  most  important  thera- 
peutic effect  should  be  recognised  as  herbal 
remedies. 

9.  In  the  declaration  of  formulas,  solids 
should  be  expressed  in  terms  of  weight 


and  liquids  by  volume;  the  method  adop- 
ted should  be  stated  if  this  convention  is 
not  followed  or  if  there  would  otherwise 
be  ambiguity. 

LIST  OF  DEFINITIONS 

Balsam  :  The  word  balsam  has  largely  lost  its 
original  significance  and  is  now  applied  to  pre- 
parations for  medicinal  use  which  are  usually 
cough  mixtures  of  a  syrupy  consistence;  the  word 
originally  applied  to  natural  aromatic  resinous 
products  and,  subsequently,  to  similar  prepara- 
tions compounded  with  aromatic  oils  and  resins. 

Bougies  :  Bougies  are  pencil-shaped  supposi- 
tories specially  adapted  for  the  application  of 
substances  to  the  urethra,  nostrils  or  ears. 

Cachets  :  Cachets  are  containers  to  hold  dry 
powders  and  form  a  useful  method  of  administer- 
ing a  solid  medicament  in  tasteless  form.  Cachets 
are  usually  prepared  from  a  mixture  of  rice  flour 
and  water  moulded  into  suitable  shapes  and  dried. 

Capsules  :  Capsules  consist  of  a  medicament 
enclosed  in  a  shell  which  disintegrates  after  in- 
gestion. The  shell  is  usually  prepared  from  a 
gelatin  base  containing  glycerin  in  a  proportion 
which  may  be  varied  in  order  to  produce  either 
flexible  capsules  or  hard  capsules.  Capsules  may 
be  enteric  coated. 

Confection  :  Confections  are  in  the  form  of  a 
soft  paste  and  are  compounded  with  a  sweet  or 
sweetened  mucilaginous  liquid  so  as  to  make  them 
pleasant  to  the  taste. 

Cream  :  Creams  are  greasy  or  non-greasy  pre- 
parations intended  for  application  to  the  skin. 
They  are  usually  less  viscous  than  ointments  and 
often  contain  water  either  as  the  disperse  or  con- 
tinuous phase.  In  official  publications  there  is  now 
a  tendency  to  confine  the  description  "  cream  " 
to  non-greasy  preparations.  The  name  is  also 
applied  to  certain  preparations  usually  antacid  in 
character  intended  for  internal  use. 

Dusting  Powder  :  Dusting  powders  are  usually 
mixtures  of  two  or  more  substances  in  fine  pow- 
der, intended  for  external  use. 

Elixir  :  Elixirs  are  aromatic  liquid  preparations; 
originally  the  solvent  frequently  contained  a  con- 
siderable quantity  of  alcohol  but  other  solvents 
such  as  glycerin  and  propylene  glycol  are  now 
used.  They  form  a  convenient  means  of  adminis- 
tering potent  or  nauseous  drugs  in  palatable  form. 

Embrocation  :  The  word  is  now  restricted  to 
preparations  applied  by  rubbing. 

Emulsion  :  Emulsions  consist  of  two  liquid 
phases,  one  of  which  is  finely  subdivided  and  dis- 
persed in  the  other,  the  system  being  made  more 
or  less  permanent  by  the  presence  of  an  emulsify- 
ing agent.  In  pharmaceutical  practice  the  term 
"  emulsion  "  should  be  applied  to  those  pre- 
parations, intended  for  internal  administration, 
in  which  an  oil  is  dispersed  in  an  aqueous 
medium. 

Enema  :  Enemas  are  liquid  preparations  for 
rectal  injection. 

Essence  :  Essences  are  concentrated  solutions  of 
essential  oils  or  natural  flavourings  in  alcohol  or 
other  suitable  solvent. 

Extract  :  Extracts  are  preparations  containing 
the  active  principles  of  crude  drugs;  they  are 
prepared  by  extraction  with  suitable  solvents  and 
concentration. 

Gargle  :  Gargles  are  aqueous  solutions  intended 
for  use  as  prophylactic  or  in  the  treatment  of  an 
affection  of  the  throat. 

Gel  :  Gels  are  jellies  which  may  contain  active 
substances  in  solution  or  suspension,  or  precipi- 
tates of  insoluble  drugs  in  hydratcd  form,  usually 
in  an  aqueous  medium,  wherein  the  particle  size 
approaches  or  attains  colloidal  dimensions. 

Inhalation  :  Inhalations  are  liquid  preparations 
composed  of,  or  containing,  volatile  ingredients 
which,  when  vaporised  or  "  atomised  "  in  a  suit- 
able manner,  are  intended  to  be  brought  into 
contact  with  the  lining  of  the  respiratory  tract. 

Insufflation  :  Insufflations  are  fine  powders 
prepared  for  introduction  into  the  ear,  nose, 
throat,  body  cavities  or  wounds. 

Linctus  :  Linctuses  are  viscous  liquid  prepara- 
tions usually  containing  sucrose  and  medicinal 
substances;  they  possess  demulcent,  expectorant 
or  sedative  properties  and  arc  usually  used  for  the 
relief  of  cough. 


Liniment  :  Liniments  are  liquid  or  semi-solid 
preparations  usually  applied  to  the  unbroken  skin 
and  may  possess  analgesic,  rubefacient  or  stimu- 
lating properties. 

Lotion  :  Lotions  are  liquid  preparations  in- 
tended for  external  application;  they  may  be 
aqueous,  or  alcoholic,  solutions  or  suspensions. 

Lozenges  :  Lozenges  are  solid  preparations  con- 
sisting of  a  medicament  usually  incorporated  in 
a  sugar  basis  which  may  be  flavoured;  they  are 
usually  intended  to  disintegrate  slowly  in  the 
mouth. 

Mixture  :  Mixtures  are  liquid  preparations  in- 
tended for  administration  by  mouth,  and  consist 
of  combinations  of  medicaments  dissolved,  sus- 
pended or  diffused  in  an  aqueous  vehicle. 

Mouth-wash  :  Mouth-washes  are  usually  aque- 
ous solutions  of  medicaments. 

Nasal  Drops  :  Nasal  drops  are  preparations 
which  may  be  aqueous  or  oily  solutions  and 
usually  contain  substances  with  antiseptic,  local 
analgesic  or  vaso-constrictor  properties. 

Ointment  :  Ointments  are  semi-solid  prepara- 
tions consisting  of  a  medicament  or  mixture  of 
medicaments  dissolved  or  dispersed  in  a  suitable 
basis  and  are  intended  for  use  as  a  protection  for 
the  skin  or  as  a  vehicle  for  the  local  application 
of  medicaments. 

Paint  :  Paints  are  liquid  preparations  intended 
for  topical  use.  They  are  usually  medicated  with 
substances  possessing  antiseptic,  astringent,  caustic 
or  analgesic  properties. 

Paste  :  Pastes  are  medicated  preparations  in- 
tended for  external  application.  They  usually  con- 
tain a  high  proportion  of  powder  mixed  with  soft 
or  liquid  paraffin  or  with  a  non-greasy  base  made 
with  glycerine  mucilage  or  soap. 

Pastilles  :  Pastilles  are  solid  or  semi-solid  pre- 
parations consisting  of  a  medicament  incorporated 
in  an  inert  base  designed  to  dissolve  slowly  in 
the  mouth.  Pastilles  are  usually  made  with  su- 
crose and  a  suitable  gummy  or  gelatinous  base. 

Pessaries  :  Pessaries  are  solid  bodies  suitably 
shaped  for  vaginal  administration  and  uniformly 
medicated  with  substances  which  are  usually  in- 
tended to  act  locally. 

Pills  :  Pills  are  spherical  or  ovoid  masses  con- 
taining one  or  more  medicinal  ingredients.  Coat- 
ings may  be  applied  to  pills  to  improve  the  ap- 
pearance, to  cover  the  taste  of  nauseous  drugs 
and  to  protect  drugs  from  deterioration  on  stor- 
age; pills  may  also  be  enteric  coated. 

Powder  :  The  term  powder  is  widely  used  for 
a  variety  of  preparations  but  it  is  recommended 
that  in  the  case  of  new  products  it  should  be 
restricted  to  those  intended  for  internal  use 
unless  it  is  qualified  by  some  word  descriptive  of 
other  intent. 

Salts  :  Salts  are  mostly  mixtures  of  chemical 
salts,  chiefly  used  for  the  extemporaneous  prepara- 
tion of  artificial  mineral  waters. 

Solution  :  Solutions  are  liquid  preparations 
which  contain  one  or  more  substances  dissolved 
in  a  suitable  solvent. 

Solution-tablets  :  Solution-tablets  are  tablets 
generally  intended  to  be  dissolved  in  water  for 
external  or  local  use.  In  the  preparation  of  these 
tablets  it  is  usual  for  all  the  ingredients,  including 
the  lubricant  and  any  diluent,  to  be  readily 
soluble  in  water. 

Spirit  :  Spirits  are  solutions  usually  of  volatile 
substances;  they  contain  substantial  quantities  of 
alcohol. 

Spray  :  Sprays  are  preparations  of  medicaments 
in  a  suitable  liquid  medium  intended  to  be 
applied  topically  in  an  "  atomised  "  form. 

Suppositories  :  Suppositories  are  medicated 
solid  bodies,  suitably  shaped  for  rectal  adminis- 
tration. 

Syrups  :  Pharmaceutical  syrups  are  concentrated 
solutions  of  sucrose  or  other  sugars  to  which 
medicaments  and/or  flavourings  are  added. 

Tablets  :  Compressed  tablets  are  commonly  cir- 
cular in  shape,  prepared  by  compressing  a  drug, 
or  mixture  of  drugs,  with  or  without  excipient. 

Moulded  tablets  or  tablet  triturates,  are  pre- 
pared by  pressing  moistened  drugs  with  or  with- 
out excipients,  into  moulds. 

Coatings  may  be  applied  to  tablets. 

Tincture  :  Tinctures  are  alcoholic  liquids  usually 
containing  in  comparatively  dilute  solution,  the 
active  principles  of  vegetable  drugs. 

Aromatic  Waters  :  Aromatic  waters  are  solu- 
tions, usually  saturated,  of  volatile  oils  or  other 
aromatic  substances  in  water.

LEGAL  REPORTS 

A  "  Magpie  "  Theft 

After  a  woman  employed  as  a  part- 
time  security  officer  by  May.  Roberts 
&  Co.,  Ltd.,  Stamford  Hill,  London, 
N.16.  had  been  stopped  by  the  police 
and  found  to  be  in  possession  of  toilet 
preparations  belonging  to  the  company, 
a  further  quantity  of  goods  were  found 
in  a  locked  room  at  her  home,  the 
North  London  magistrates'  court  was 
told  on  December  14.  She  was  Mrs. 
Ethel  Lilian  Stockbridge,  50  Yoakley 
Road,  Stoke  Newington,  and  she 
pleaded  guilty  to  stealing,  on  December 
2,  two  packets  of  tissues,  a  box  of  Ener- 
gen  rolls,  two  packets  of  toilet  paper, 
a  box  of  Ovaltine  biscuits,  and  other 
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articles  to  the  value  of  30s.  She  also 
admitted  a  further  charge  of  stealing 
from  the  company,  on  or  before  De- 
cember 1,  a  quantity  of  chemists'  sun- 
dries to  a  total  value  of  £140.  A  detec- 
tive-constable said  that,  on  December 
2,  the  defendant  was  stopped  when 
carrying  two  shopping  bags.  They  were 
found  to  contain  the  goods  mentioned 
in  the  first  charge.  She  admitted  stealing 
them  from  her  employers.  The  property 
in  the  second  charge  was  found  at  her 
address.  Replying  to  the  magistrate,  the 
officer  said  that  the  company  was  not 
in  a  position  to  check  whether  anything 
else  was  missing  from  the  stock.  The 
defendant  was  a  married  woman  with 
two  children,  and  had  been  employed 
as  a  security  officer  for  about  five  years. 
"  Her  duties  were  to  check  employees," 
said  the  officer,  who  reported  that  there 
had  been  no  previous  convictions 
against  the  accused.  The  case,  he  said, 
seemed  "  a  bit  of  a  tragedy."  Replying 
to  questions  by  defending  counsel,  the 
officer  said  that  the  property  mentioned 
in  the  second  charge  was  found  in  a 
room  at  the  defendant's  home  together 
with  "  vast  quantities  of  stuff  of  her 
own,"  that  she  had  clearly  been  hoard- 
ing for  some  reason  of  other,  with  some 
of  the  stuff — such  as  old  sheets  and 
books — it  was  difficult  to  see  why  it 
had  been  kept.  The  room  was  kept 
locked.  Counsel :  "  Even  her  husband 
had  no  idea  what  was  in  it?  " — "That 
is  so."  Counsel  said  that,  during  re- 
mand, defendant's  solicitors  had  been 
able  to  consult  her  doctor.  It  appeared 
that  two  years  ago  the  defendant  had 
had  an  internal  operation.  Some  explan- 
ation of  the  otherwise  inexplicable 
action  on  the  part  of  the  defendant 
might  be  that,  though  happily  married, 
she  had  been  under  considerable  strain 
since  the  operation.  The  magistrate, 
who  said  the  case  seemed  to  be  one  of  a 
"  magpie,"  theft  placed  the  defendant 
on  probation  for  a  year.  Reading  a 
statement  defendant  had  made,  he  said 
he  thought  she  needed  the  help  of  a 
probation  officer  as  well  as  that  of  a 
doctor. 

"  Not  Powerful  Enough  " 

On  behalf  of  the  defendant  it  was 
pleaded  that:  "  The  spectacles  she  was 
using  at  that  time  were  not  powerful 
enough  to  indicate  that  the  tiny  letters 
on  the  carton  spelled  out  the  word 
poison "  and  the  fault  lay  with  the 
wholesalers,  who  ought  to  have  known 
Mrs.  Watkins  should  not  be  supplied. 
Mrs.  May  Watkins,  proprietor  of  a 
drug  store  at  Middle  Hill  Gate,  Stock- 
port, appeared  before  Stockport  magi- 
strates recently,  following  a  visit  by  an 
agent  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
She  pleaded  guilty  to  two  summonses 
— one  for  retailing  a  poison  which  did 
not  bear  a  label  with  the  name  and 
address  of  the  seller  and  the  address  at 
which  it  was  sold,  and  for  selling  a 
preparation  containing  adrenaline.  The 
Society's  agent  had  gone  into  Mrs. 
Watkins  store  and  asked  for  a  particu- 
lar cream,  it  was  not  displayed  and 
was  taken  from  a  drawer.  When  it  was 
pointed  out  that  it  contained  poison, 
Mrs.  Watkins  said  "  she  would  not  have 
sold  it  had  she  known."  In  each  of  the 
two  cases  Mrs.  Watkins  was  fined  £3  by 
the  magistrates. 


AN  "  officials'  Bill "  was  the  descrip- 
tion applied  by  Lord  Hawke  to  the 
Weights  and  Measures  Bill,  during  a 
discussion,  in  committee,  in  the  House 
of  Lords  on  December  13.  He  added 
"  One  knows  that  the  tendency  of  the 
official  mind  is  to  keep  the  whole  popu- 
lace in  thraldom,  all  in  a  state  of  hav- 
ing committed  offences,  but  rarely 
prosecuting."  The  discussions  have 
continued  throughout  the  week,  as  each 
clause  of  the  Bill  was  considered. 

Voluntary  Price  Agreement 

Mr.  Enoch  Powell  (Minister  of 
Health),  in  a  written  reply  to  Lord 
Balniel  on  December  15,  gave  details 
of  the  agreement  concerning  the  volun- 
tary scheme  for  the  regulation  of  drug 
prices  (see  page  761).  Mr.  K.  Robin- 
son asked  the  Minister  of  Health  on 
December  19,  for  how  many  drugs  the 
price  would  be  directly  negotiated,  and 
what  provision  there  was  for  the  list 
to  be  expanded.  He  also  wanted  to 
know  if  the  export  price  criterion  re- 
mained the  average  export  price,  and 
whether  the  definition  of  new  drugs 
was  within  the  Minister's  control.  Mr. 
Powell  stated  negotiations  would  be 
opened  at  once  regarding  a  few  widely 
used  drugs  which,  together,  accounted 
for  nearly  half  the  value  of  those  which 
satisfied  the  export  price  criterion. 
Other  drugs  in  large  demand  for  the 
Health  Service  would  be  considered 
from  time  to  time.  The  export  price 
criterion  remained  the  weighted  aver- 
age export  price.  New  drugs  were  de- 
fined in  the  scheme.  Mr.  Robinson 
asked  if  the  Minister  was  aware  that, 
as  the  major  purchaser  of  drugs  in  this 
country,  he  was  in  a  position  to  drive 
a  harder  bargain  with  drug  manufac- 
turers than  he  appeared  to  have  done? 
In  the  light  of  the  very  considerable 
criticisms  that  were  made  by  the  Pub- 
lic Accounts  Committee,  did  he  not 
think  that,  at  least,  he  could  have  ob- 
tained the  lowest  export  price  as  the 
export  price  criterion?  Mr.  Powell, 
"  No.  I  do  not  think  that  it  would  be 
right  to  accept  the  lowest  export  price, 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  will  be 
instances  where,  with  small  quantities, 
an  abnormally  low  price  is  quoted  on 
an  export  contract."  Mr.  Marcus 
Lipton  asked  the  Minister  to  give  an 
assurance  that  the  arrangements  would 
not  prevent  any  hospital  group  or  re- 
gion from  buying  drugs  on  the  Contin- 
ent. When  Mr.  K.  Robinson  asked 
what  savings  would  result  from  the 
modification  of  the  agreement  on  the 
basis  of  current  expenditure  on  drugs. 
Mr.  Powell  stated  no  decision  had 
been  taken  on  the  agreement  until 
December  14,  and  the  negotiations 
which  the  new  agreement  made  pos- 
sible had  not  yet  begun.  The  savings 
could  not  be  estimated. 

Continental  Purchases 

Mr.  M.  Lipton  asked  the  Minister 
of  Health  on  December  19.  to  what 
extent  hospitals  bought  Continental, 
rather  than  British  and  American, 
drugs  and  what  savings  were  effected. 
Mr.  Powell  said  that  such  purchases 


were  very  small  and  the  precise  totals 
were  not  available.  Mr.  Lipton,  "  In 
view  of  the  fact  that  expenditure  by 
hospitals  on  drugs  amounted  to  about 
£13  millions  a  year  at  the  moment, 
will  the  Minister  at  least  encourage 
hospitals  to  buy  their  drugs  on  the 
Continent  if  in  that  way  they  can  save 
public  funds  ?  "  Mr.  Powell,  "  Of 
course.  These  purchases  are  likely  to 
raise  questions  of  royalties  and  other 
matters  arising  out  of  the  Patent  Acts." 
Mr.  John  Arbuthnot  asked  the  Min- 
ister to  bear  in  mind  the  possible  long- 
term  effects  on  the  pharmaceutical  in- 
dustry. "  Particularly  in  the  light  of  the 
conclusions  reached  in  the  Hinchliffe 
Committee's  Report  which  stress  the 
importance  of  patent  protection  to  the 
country's  export  markets,  the  discovery 
of  new  drugs,  and  the  cost  of  prescrib- 
ing ?  "  Mr.  Powell  agreed  that  it 
was  a  very  complex  matter  and  a  one- 
sided view  must  not  be  taken  of  it. 

Cancer  Research 

Mr.  Powell  told  Commander 
Kerans,  on  December  19,  that  it  was 
impossible  to  estimate  separately  the 
expenditure  on  cancer  research  carried 
on  in  the  National  Health  Service. 

Brucellosis 

Miss  E.  Pitt  (Parliamentary  Secre- 
tary, Ministry  of  Health)  rejected  a 
suggestion  by  Mrs.  E.  Hill,  that 
human  undulant  fever  should  be  a 
notifiable  disease.  Mr.  G.  de  Freitas 
asked  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  what 
was  the  approximate  annual  expendi- 
ture over  the  last  ten  years  for  research 
into  animal  diseases  and  over  the  same 
period  what  was  the  approximate  an- 
nual loss.  Mr.  C.  Soames  (Minister  of 
Agriculture),  in  a  written  reply  on 
December  19,  stated,  "Excluding  capi- 
tal costs,  Government  expenditure  on 
research  into  diseases  of  farm  animals, 
other  than  foot  and  mouth  disease, 
has  averaged  about  £700,000  annually 
over  the  past  ten  years;  the  current 
annual  rate  of  expenditure  is  over  £1 
million.  There  is  also  considerable  ex- 
penditure by  private  organisations. 
Estimates  of  losses  from  all  animal 
diseases  in  this  country,  which  are 
necessarily  based  largely  on  conjecture, 
have  ranged  from  £80  million  to  £150 
million  annually." 

EXPANSION  PLANS 

THE  heavy  organic  chemicals  divi- 
sion of  Imperial  Chemical  Industries. 
Ltd..  is  to  increase  its  capacity  for  the 
manufacture  of  alcohols  by  the  car- 
bonylation  of  olefinic  feedstocks.  A 
fourth  unit,  with  a  capacity  of  30,000 
tons  of  plasticiser  alcohols  a  year,  is  to 
be  erected  at  Billingham.  co.  Durham. 

BECAUSE  of  an  ever-increasing 
amount  of  trade  both  in  the  home  and 
export  markets.  Upjohn  of  England. 
Ltd.,  announce  that  they  have  outgrown 
their  existing  plant  and  are  planning, 
during  the  next  two  years,  to  extend 
their  factory  and  offices  at  Crawley  by 
a  floor  space  of  50,000  sq.  ft.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  new  building  will  be 
completed  by  the  middle  of  1962.

Emergency  Supplies  in  Scotland 

Sir, — With  the  festive  season  upon 
us,  I  feel  that,  in  Scotland  at  least,  the 
wholesale  houses  should  get  together 
and  two,  preferably  three,  give  an 
"  urgent  service  "  over  the  New  Year 
every  year.  This  New  Year  most  houses 
are  closed  from  noon  on  the  Saturday 
until  the  Wednesday  morning.  That 
means  that  urgent  prescriptions — if  the 
pharmacist  should  be  unable  to  supply 
— cannot  be  procured  until,  if  one  is 
outwith  one  of  the  four  big  cities,  at 
earliest  Wednesday  afternoon.  The  pri- 
vate pharmacist  is  the  chemist  who 
gives  the  public  a  365-day  service. 
(There  may  be  exceptions  in  the  bigger 
cities.)  He  realises  that  illness  visits 
people  just  as  much  at  holiday  time  as 
at  any  other.  I  feel  that  the  wholesale 
houses  should  also  realise  that  fact. 
Should  an  epidemic  develop — as  well  it 
might  on  the  Saturday,  the  normal 
stocks  held  by  individual  pharmacists 
would  not  be  adequate  to  deal  with  it. 
After  all,  the  calls  on  the  general  prac- 
titioner don't  cease  because  it  is  the 
festive  season,  though  I  admit  he  won't 
have  the  usual  calls  by  neurotics  be- 
cause they  have  something  to  take  up 
their  mind !  1  do  feel  some  rota  system 
should  be  arranged  by  the  wholesale 
houses  over  both  Christmas  and  New 
Year  holidays.

Does  it  Pay  ? 

Sir, — It  is  high  time  the  chemist 
dropped  his  professional  reticence. 
There  appeared  recently  in  a  Sunday 
newspaper  an  article  "  Axe  on  Drug 
Profits."  "  Millions  paid  out  on  costly 
medicines  used  by  N.H.S."  The  "  Man 
in  the  Street "  naturally  assumes  that 
at  least  thousands  of  these  millions 
cling  to  the  fingers  of  the  dispensing 
chemist.  It  has  been  said  that  dispens- 
ing does  not  pay.  By  the  time  the 
chemist  has  deciphered  the  hierogly- 
phics, and  after  'phoning  finds  he  can- 
not procure — as  occasionally  happens- 
less  than  100  of  the  tablets  of  which 
twenty  or  thirty  are  prescribed,  and  he 
has  numbered,  labelled,  and  checked, 
at  least  half  an  hour  has  passed.  At 
the  rate  of  wages  of  a  skilled  artisan, 
this  time  may  be  calculated  at  10s.  0d.. 
cost  No.  1.  The  100  tablets  could  cost 
anything  from  8s.  Od.  to  £8.  One  lot 
of  100  tablets  listed  under  "  A  "  costs 
£10  16s—  Cost  No.  2.  Loss  in  trade  at 
his  counter  whilst  dispensing  anything 
from  10s.  upwards,  No.  3  cost.  Over- 
head charges  on  the  transaction,  cost 
No.  4.  The  pharmaceutical  chemist  by 
training  is  a  member  of  the  profes- 
sions that  carry  the  National  Health 
Service,  but  he  is  also  forced  by  pecu- 
niary circumstances  to  be  also  a  shop- 
keeper. The  question  arises.  Does 
dispensing  pay  ?

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Drug  Prices  for  the  Next  Few  Years 

To  have  reached,  so  near  to  "  inspired  "  predictions  of 
dates,  agreement  on  a  new  voluntary  price  regulation 
scheme  for  medical  specialities  prescribed  in  the  Nati- 
onal Health  Service,  indicates  a  commendable  willing- 
ness in  both  the  pharmaceutical  industry  and  the  Mini- 
stry of  Health  to  appreciate  each  others'  problems. 
That  is  a  most  satisfactory  state  of  affairs  when  it  is 
considered  how  great  has  been  the  criticism,  not  all  of 
it  valid,  which  both  parties  have  had  to  endure  inside 
md  outside  of  Parliament.  The  new  scheme  (p.  761), 
which  was  announced  by  Mr.  Enoch  Powell  (Minister 
of  Health)  in  Parliament  on  December  15,  provides 
important  modifications  to  the  voluntary  scheme  that 
has  been  in  existence  since  1957. 

A  cursory  review  of  the  available  information  shows 
that  the  industry  must  have  put  in  tremendous  efforts  to 
reach  agreement  in  order  that  the  new  scheme  could  be 
introduced  with  so  little  significant  delay.  The  original 
scheme,  the  framework  of  which  continues  to  provide 
the  basis  of  the  new  agreement,  was  divided  into  two 
parts.  The  price  of  a  proprietary  coming  within  part  A 
was  determined  by  either  the  corresponding  export 
price,  if  20  per  cent,  or  more  of  production  was  ex- 
ported; or  by  the  price  of  the  exact  standard  equiva- 
lent ;  or  by  a  constructed  "  trade  price  formula."  Part 
B  of  the  scheme  provided  for  the  price  to  be  negotiated 
I  separately  between  manufacturer  and  the  Ministry  if 
\  part  A  was  inapplicable  or  considered  unsuitable  by  the 
r  manufacturer.  Another  feature  was  the  freedom  granted 
!  to  the  manufacturer  to  fix  the  price  of  a  product  dur- 
i  ing  its  first  three  years  on  the  market.  According  to  the 
I  information  «given   before  the  Committee   of  Public 
I  Accounts  (see  C.  &  D.,  November  5,  p.  562),  the  export 
'  criteria  affected  about  30  per  cent,  by  value  of  the  pro- 
ducts in  the  scheme.  The  standard  equivalents  criteria 
was  only  able  to  be  applied  to  a  small  proportion, 
■  about  4  per  cent,  by  value.  The  trade  price  formula  em- 
•  braced  about  22  per  cent.  About  17  per  cent,  of  pro- 
ducts by  value  were  the  subject  of  separate  negotiations, 
but  30  per  cent,  by  value  came  within  the  first  three- 
I  years  exemption. 

Copies  of  the  new  agreement  have  not  been  released 
i  to  the  Press  and  the  actual  wording  of  the  various 
clauses  is  not  known  to  us.  It  is  only  possible  to  com- 
ment, therefore,  on  the  modifications  as  outlined  in  the 
official  summary.  Most  of  the  new  modifications  appear 
to  cut  into  the  manufacturers'  profits,  and  the  Ministry 
I  of  Health,  the  Treasury  and  perhaps  the  Committee  of 
Public  Accounts,  should  derive  some  satisfaction  from 
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that  aspect.  For  the  savings  to  be  all  that  some  hope 
would  be  too  much  to  expect.  After  all,  the  total 
amount  received  by  manufacturers  for  drugs  remains 
less  than  7  per  cent,  of  the  cost  of  the  Health  Service, 
and  the  total  savings  that  could  be  achieved  must  there- 
fore be  relatively  insignificant  when  compared  with  the 
cost  of  the  Service  as  a  whole.  The  Ministry's  power  to 
call  for  negotiations  with  manufacturers  about  prices  on 
some  widely  used  patented  compounds,  for  which  ex- 
port prices  may  not  be  competitive,  may  seem  to  offer 
a  better  control  of  prices  than  was  available  under  the 
old  agreement,  but  the  three-year  period  of  freedom 
from  control  for  new  compounds  is  likely  to  remain  the 
overriding  element.  That  is  reassuring  to  those  who 
recognise  the  importance  of  research  directed  towards 
discovering  new  life-saving  substances. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  aspect  of  the  new  agree- 
ment lies  in  what  is  to  be  the  definition  of  "  products 
which  manifestly  owe  nothing  to  fresh  research."  The 
interpretation  of  that  phrase  may  well  make  all  the  dif- 
ference to  the  success — or  otherwise — of  the  scheme. 
In  it  is  revealed  the  great  dilemma  of  those  concerned 
in  framing  the  new  agreement — the  manufacturers'  need 
to  ensure  reasonable  profits  to  finance  research  and  de- 
velopment and  the  responsibility  of  the  State  to  spend 
wisely. 

Increasing  the  export  hurdle  from  20  to  25  per  cent, 
in  Part  A  of  the  agreement  does  not  appear  too  for- 
midable and  any  impetus  to  increase  the  country's  ex- 
port is  all  to  the  good  in  a  section  of  the  industry  in 
which  there  is  unceasing  competition. 

Although  the  agreement  is  arranged  between  the 
Ministry  and  the  A.B.P.I.,  pharmacists  will  not  over- 
look the  fact  that  any  cuts  in  the  prices  of  medicinal 
specialities  directly  affect  the  returns  of  their  dispensing 
departments — in  which  already  the  profitability  of 
N.H.S.  dispensing  operations  is  being  increasingly  ques- 
tioned by  a  widening  group  of  contractors. 

A    PHARMACIST'S  ANTHOLOGY 

THE  HERB  CORNER 

From  "  Lark  Rise  to  Candleford,"  by  Flora  Thompson. 
As  well  as  their  flower  garden,  the  women  cultivated  a  herb 
corner,  stocked  with  thyme  and  parsley  and  sage  for  cook- 
ing, rosemary  to  flavour  the  home-made  lard,  lavender  to 
scent  the  best  clothes,  and  peppermint,  pennyroyal,  hore- 
hound,  camomile,  tansy,  balm  and  rue  for  physic.  They 
made  a  good  deal  of  camomile  tea,  which  they  drunk  to 
ward  off  colds,  to  soothe  the  nerves,  and  as  a  general  tonic. 
A  large  jug  of  this  was  always  prepared  and  stood  ready  for 
heating  up  after  confinements.  The  horehound  was  used  with 
honey  in  a  preparation  to  be  taken  for  sore  throats  and 
colds  cn  the  chest.  Peppermint  tea  was  made  rather  as  a 
luxury  than  a  medicine:  it  was  brought  out  on  special  occa- 
sions and  drunk  from  wine  glasses;  and  the  women  had  a 
private  use  for  the  pennyroyal,  though,  judging  from 
appearances,  it  was  not  very  effective. 


The  good  life  :  The  chemist  has  played  a  great  part  in 
providing  and  improving  sources  of  energy,  but  his  peculiar 
contribution  is  to  "  the  good  life."  .  .  .  We  travel  along

MONTHLY  MEETING  OF  COUNCIL 


DISSATISFACTION  at  the  manner  in  which  the 
Poisons  Bill  had  been  introduced  in  the  Dail  with- 
out the  Council  having  been  consulted  in  advance 
on  the  matter,  was  expressed  at  the  monthly  meeting  of 
the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  held 
at  18  Shrewsbury  Road,  Dublin,  on  December  13.  It  was 
agreed  to  hold  a  special  Committee  meeting  at  7.30  p.m. 
on  January  3  to  consider  all  the  implications  of  the  Bill, 
and  it  was  further  decided  to  hold  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Council  on  January  9  when  a  further  study  of  the  Bill  will 
be  made  with  a  view  to  submitting  any  amendments  which 
the  Council  might  think  fit,  before  the  third  reading  of  the 
Bill  is  taken  when  the  Dail  resumes  after  the  Christmas 
recess. 

The  matter  arose  after  the  registrar  had  read  a  letter 
from  the  Department  of  Health  stating  that  while  consider- 
able progress  had  been  made  in  connection  with  the  pro- 
posed Pharmacy  Bill,  it  was  not  expected  to  introduce  it  in 
the  Dail  before  Christmas  due  to  pressure  of  other 
business. 

The  President  (Mr.  F.  Loughman,  T.D.),  said  the  Coun- 
cil should  ask  for  a  copy  of  the  White  Paper  before  the 
introduction  of  the  Bill  so  that  the  Council  would  be  aware 
of  its  provisions  in  advance,  unlike  what  had  happened  in 
connection  with  the  recent  Poisons  Bill. 

Mr.  D.  J.  Kennelly  said  that  such  a  long  interval  had 
elapsed  since  the  Council  had  last  met  representatives  of 
the  Department  in  connection  with  the  Bill  that  it  would  be 
desirable  to  know  in  advance  what  the  Government  had  in 
mind  and  what  they  had  intended  to  incorporate  in  the  Bill. 
The  Council  would  then  have  plenty  of  time  to  discuss 
its  provisions  before  it  was  introduced  in  the  House.  Mr. 
T.  R.  Miller  said  that  the  Department  should  have  noti- 
fied the  Council  before  introducing  the  Poisons  Bill,  so  that 
the  Council  could  have  had  an  opportunity  of  studying  its 
provisions.  Mr.  Kennelly  said  it  would  be  terrible  if  the 
Pharmacy  Bill  was  introduced  before  Christmas.  The 
President  said  there  was  no  fear  of  that  happening  be- 
cause the  House  was  adjourning  for  the  Christmas  recess 
that  week  and  wpuld  not  be  resuming  until  the  middle  of 
February. 

An  Embarrassment 

Mr.  G.  C.  O'Neill  said  he  had  attended  the  November 
meeting  at  which  no  mention  had  been  made  that  the 
Poisons  Bill  was  about  to  be  introduced.  Yet  a  short  time 
afterwards  he  was  told  by  a  friend  that  there-  was  some- 
thing on  the  wireless  about  chemists  and  a  Poisons  Bill. 
He  then  went  to  a  meeting  of  the  Irish  Drug  Association 
in  Athlone,  and,  on  being  asked  about  the  possibility  of 
the  Bill  being  introduced  in  the  immediate  future  he  said 
he  knew  nothing  about  it.  Another  Council  member,  Mr. 
O'Donnell,  supported  Mr.  O'Neill's  view:  He  too  had  a 
similar  experience.  Yet  shortly  afterwards  the  Bill  was  intro- 
duced. It  was  a  source  of  embarrassment  that  as  a  Council 
member  he  had  to  confess  he  knew  nothing  about  the  im- 
minence of  the  Bill  which  was  introduced  without  any  con- 
sultation with  the  Council. 

The  President  said  that  under  the  heading  "  new  legisla- 
tion "  the  Minister  had  given  an  advance  indication  in  the 
Dail  of  his  intention  to  introduce  the  Bill  but  unfortunately 
he  [the  president]  was  not  in  the  House  at  the  time.  It  was 
agreed  to  seek  a  copy  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill  from  the  De- 
partment before  its  provisions  were  forwarded  to  the 
printers. 

The  registrar  read  a  letter  from  the  Department  of 
Health  in  which  it  was  stated  that  the  Minister  would  be 
glad  to  consider  at  the  committee  stage  any  observations 
which  the  Society  might  wish  to  put  forward  in  relation 
to  the  Poisons  Bill. 


The  President  said  a  meeting  of  Council  members  liv- 
ing in  and  near  Dublin  had  been  held  about  a  fortnight 
ago  when  the  Council's  legal  adviser,  Mr.  Gaynor,  also 
attended.  The  only  decision  reached  was  to  request  the 
Minister  to  postpone  the  third  reading  until  after  the 
Christmas  recess  so  that  the  Council  would  have  an  oppor- 
tunity of  studying  the  Bill  in  full  and  submitting  any 
amendments  they  might  think  fit.  The  registrar  had  under- 
taken to  contact  the  Department  and  Mr.  P.  A.  Brady  and 
he  [president]  had  promised  to  write  to  the  Minister  about 
the  matter.  He  had  telephoned  the  Department  but  the 
Minister  was  not  there  and  he  had  also  written  to  the 
Minister  pointing  out  that  the  Council  were  entitled  to 
plenty  of  time  to  examine  the  Bill  in  detail.  He  had  further 
pointed  out  the  responsibility  of  the  Society  in  the  matter 
and  intimated  that  the  Council  wished  to  examine  the  Bill 
in  all  its  aspects. 

A  few  days  later  he  received  a  message  from  the  Depart- 
ment stating  that  the  Minister  was  fully  in  favour  of  post- 
poning the  third  reading  until  after  the  Christmas  recess. 

A  Special  Meeting 

The  president  then  suggested  calling  a  special  meeting 
to  study  the  Bill  and  said  that  when  the  Council  members 
examined  it  a  fortnight  ago  they  found  many  peculiar  situa- 
tions including  the  fact  that  the  Bill  repealed  two  or  three 
Poison  Acts.  By  the  time  the  new  measure  became  effective, 
if  the  Council  read  it  aright,  there  would  be  an  interval 
during  which  there  would  be  no  poisons  law  in  the  country 
because  the  previous  Acts  would  have  been  repealed. 
Another  matter  which  gravely  concerned  the  Council  was 
that  pharmacists  were  only  given  two  representatives  on  a 
Council  of  ten — the  same  representation  as  veterinary  sur- 
geons who  really  had  no  connection  with  poisons  at  all. 
He  was  always  under  the  impression  that  Poison  Bills  were 
introduced  mainly  to  deal  with  humans.  Another  aspect 
that  had  been  pointed  out  by  Mr.  Gaynor  was  that  medical 
practitioners  were  given  the  right  to  sell  poisons. 

The  President  said  that  recently  the  Society  had  suc- 
ceeded in  securing  a  conviction  against  a  doctor  for  selling 
poison.  He  thought  the  Bill  intended  that  section  to  relate 
only  to  Licentiates  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall,  but  neverthe- 
less, examples  such  as  those  quoted,  went  to  show  that  the 
Bill  required  careful  study. 

Mr.  O'Neill  said  the  matter  had  been  considered  by 
the  Committee  that  morning,  and  it  was  decided,  subject 
to  the  Council's  sanction,  that  a  special  Council  meeting 
should  be  held  to  discuss  the  matter  prior  to  the  next 
monthly  meeting.  Mr.  R.  J.  Power  said  that  from  the 
point  of  view  of  country  pharmacists  there  were  certain 
features  of  the  Bill  which  worried  him.  Undej  the  previous 
Bill  pharmacists  were  the  sole  custodians  of  poisons,  but 
under  the  new  measure,  it  was  the  Departments  of  Health 
and  Agriculture  as  well  as  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  who 
would  be  the  custodians.  The  Bill  seemed  to  give  the  veter- 
inary profession  power  equal  to  that  enjoyed  by  pharma- 
cists. That  was  a  source  of  worry  and  would  lead  to  a 
restriction  of  lines  at  present  sold  exclusively  by  pharma- 
cists. 

The  President  said  that  a  doctor  had  told  him  he  could 
not  see  how  veterinary  surgeons  came  into  the  matter  at 
all.  He  was  disturbed  to  learn  that  under  the  new  Bill  a 
certain  simple  substance  could  be  supplied  only  through 
veterinary  surgeons.  Mr.  Power  said  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  veterinary  surgeons  figured  so  prominently  in  the  Bill 
it  looked  as  if  there  must  be  some  form  of  control  en- 
visaged. Mr.  Miller:  "  Only  envisaged  ?  Did  you  read  the 
Bill  ?  " 

The  Registrar  said  he  had  had  an  interview  with  an 
official  of  the  Department  of  Health  who  pointed  out  to 
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him  that  the  Department  had  already  taken  note  of  the  fact 
that  one  part  of  the  legislation  was  being  repealed.  He  had 
further  explained  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Minister 
to  bring  into  force  immediately,  the  section  setting  up  the 
Council  and  they  would  then  formulate  regulations,  after 
which  the  Minister  would  sign  the  Act,  repealing  the  sec- 
tion of  the  old  Act  and  bringing  the  new  regulations  into 
force  immediately  so  that  there  would  not  be  any  void  as 
feared. 

Mr.  Miller  asked  if  it  was  to  be  suggested  by  the  Coun- 
cil that  the  strength  of  the  new  body  should  be  increased 
to  twelve,  to  include  two  extra  pharmacists  on  the  Board  ? 
The  Government  in  its  wisdom,  he  thought,  had  suggested 
a  total  membership  of  ten,  and  he  would  be  in  favour  of 
having  only  one  doctor,  one  veterinary  surgeon  and  four 
chemists  on  the  Board.  This  was  a  Poisons  Bill,  regulating 
the  distribution  and  sale  of  poisons,  and  what  the  doctor 
had  to  do  with  that  he  did  not  know.  An  alarming  feature 
of  the  Bill  was  that  it  was  proposed  to  take  away  a  right 
which  pharmaceutical  chemists  always  had.  They  were 
allowed  to  counter  prescribe  as  a  right.  Under  the  Bill  the 
veterinary  end  of  the  business  would  be  finished  for  the 
pharmaceutical  chemist.  "  Clearly  the  Bill  was  framed  with 
the  prior  consultation  of  veterinary  surgeons  who  control 
the  Department  of  Agriculture,"  said  Mr.  Miller  who  re- 
marked that  the  Department  had  never  thought  it  worth 
its  while  to  tell  the  Society  that  they  were  going  to  intro- 
duce the  Bill.  They  made  sure,  however,  to  have  prior  con- 
sultation with  the  veterinary  profession.  The  Bill  dealt 
with  the  manufacture,  storage,  distribution,  transport,  sale 
and  use  of  poisons,  and  if  the  Council  did  not  get  a  majority 
on  the  Board  they  could  not  rely  on  the  goodwill  of  a 
Minister  or  a  Department. 

"  More  in  the  Bill  " 

The  President  said  he  would  like  to  see  two  doctors 
on  the  Board.  There  was  more  in  the  Bill  than  the  sale  of 
poisons.  Provision  was  made  to  advise  the  Minister  as  to 
What  was  a  poison.  He  was  all  for  encouraging  closer 
co-operation  between  doctors  and  chemists.  He  thought 
there  should  be  two  doctors  and  four  chemists,  and  would 
be  fully  in  favour  of  having  only  one  veterinary  surgeon 
on  the  Board.  It  was  eventually  decided  to  call  the  two 
meetings  referred  to. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Mr.  Michael  Davitt-Walsh.  phar- 
maceutical chemist.  Phibsboro  Road,  Dublin,  stating  that 
on  November  20  he  had  been  asked  by  a  customer  for  100 
Marsilid  tablets  50  mgm.  The  man  had  produced  an  empty 
100-tablet  bottle  and  said  he  could  obtain  the  tablets  from 
a  hospital  (named),  for  "  a  few  shillings."  "  I  refused  to 
supply  him  without  a  prescription.  The  man  told  me  he  had 
one  at  home.  Again  I  refused  to  supply  until  I  had  the 
prescription,  and  the  man  then  left,"  stated  the  letter,  which 
added :  "  May  I  point  out  that  this  is  a  very  unsatisfactory 
way  of  handling  what  could  be  dangerous  drugs.  In  view  of 
our  impending  legislation,  provision  should  be  made  for 
the  prosecution  of  hospitals  or  their  staff  for  handing  out 
dangerous  drugs,  ad  lib,  in  what  amounts  to  gross  negli- 
gence. I  also  understand  my  complaint  is  only  one  of 
several  concerning  this  particular  hospital."  Mr.  Powlr 
said  it  was  the  policy  of  the  governing  body  of  the  hospital 
that  was  to  blame  for  such  a  practice,  and  not  the  indivi- 
dual pharmacist.  Mr.  M.  L.  Cashman  said  the  man  might 
have  been  a  patient  in  the  hospital  and  might  have  got  the 
tablets  through  the  proper  channels.  He  would  be  happier 
if  instead  of  labelling,  the  pharmacist  handed  out  the 
original  pack. 

Mr.  Kennelly  said  it  was  a  difficult  problem.  Every 
hospital  was  under  different  control,  and  he  suggested  that 
the  best  means  of  overcoming  the  difficulty  would  be  for  a 
small  committee  from  the  Council  to  meet  representatives 
of  the  hospital  pharmacists.  Mr.  Miller  said  it  was  "  a 
terrible  state  of  affairs "  that  a  person  could  walk  into  a 
pharmacy  and  demand  to  be  served  in  that  manner. 
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Mr.  M.  Costello  alleged  that  hospitals  were  "  carrying 
on  a  cut-price  prescription  service  "  for  people  not  in  the 
lower  income  group.  Professional  men  like  Mr.  Walsh 
were  at  the  beck-and-call  of  such  people  for  a  few  shillings 
— people  who  could  afford  to  pay.  The  hospital  had  no 
right  to  sell  those  or  any  other  tablets. 

Mr.  Power  said  he  thought  the  Council  would  find 
that  hospital  pharmacists  were  co-operating.  The  particular 
hospital  mentioned,  however,  was  not  co-operating,  but  the 
policy  of  the  hospital  pharmacists'  organisation  was  to 
divert  such  prescriptions  to  the  retail  chemist.  Messrs. 
Semple.  Kennelly,  O'Sullivan  and  Miller  were  appointed  to 
meet  hospital  pharmacists'  representatives  in  connection 
with  the  matter. 

Mr.  B.  R.  Smith  (secretary,  Irish  Drug  Association)  wrote 
stating  that  at  a  meeting  of  delegates  of  various  local  asso- 
ciations of  the  Association,  in  Athlone,  on  November  1 3, 
it  was  recommended  that  the  Association  should  join  with 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  to  form  a  committee 
which  would  submit  proposals  to  the  Department  of  Health 
regarding  the  supply  of  all  medicines  through  retail  phar- 
macies, and  endeavour  to  cut  out  dispensaries.  The  Presi- 
dent said  that  the  former  Minister  for  Health  (Dr.  O'Hig- 
gins)  favoured  exploration  of  the  possibilities  of  establishing 
such  a  scheme  as  that  suggested  in  the  letter.  Mr.  Costello 
said  a  joint  committee  was  already  in  existence. 

Mr.  J.  P.  O'Donnell  said  the  Council  should  appoint 
an  economic  expert  who  would  have  access  to  figures  not 
available  to  pharmacists  in  order  to  find  out  the  amount 
of  business  that  was  being  taken  from  the  retail  pharmacies 
by  dispensaries.  He  also  suggested  that  the  Council  should 
contact  the  Irish  Medical  Association  and  endeavour  to 
impress  upon  them  that  dispensing  was  not  their  preroga- 
tive. He  believed  the  Council  would  get  the  support  of  the 
private  practitioner.  Medicines  were  given  out  by  pharma- 
ceutical chemists  at  clinics,  but  the  bulk  were  given  out  at 
dispensaries  by  the  doctor. 

The  President  said  that  nine  times  out  of  ten  a  person 
would  go  to  a  medical  hall  in  preference  to  a  dispensary, 
if  given  the  choice.  Mr.  Cashman  said  that  on  economics 
alone  they  could  not  oppose  the  dispensary  system,  but  it 
was  on  the  greater  flexibility  of  the  service  provided  by 
the  retail  pharmacist  that  the  Council  should  base  their 
claim  for  preference  over  the  present  system. 

It  was  agreed  that  a  meeting  of  the  joint  committee 
should  be  held  so  soon  as  possible  to  discuss  the  matter. 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  Commission  on  Higher 
Education  inviting  recommendations  in  relation  to  univers- 
ity, professional  and  higher  education  generally.  The 
Registrar  said  there  was  a  sad  lack  of  scientific  subjects 
taught  in  schools,  especially  girls'  schools.  Miss  L. 
Cunniffe  said  the  Council  should  advocate  the  teaching 
of  science  in  all  secondary  schools.  It  was  decided  that  the 
dean  of  the  College  of  Pharmacy  and  the  registrar  should 
submit  recommendations  to  the  Commission  in  connection 
with  education  as  it  affected  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  registrar  of  the  Medical  Regis- 
tration Council  stating  that  at  a  meeting  on  November  1. 
the  Council  adopted  the  1960  addendum  to  the  1958  British 
Pharmacopoeia,  to  have  effect  as  from  March  1,  1961.  The 
Department  of  Health  had  been  informed  and  would  pub- 
lish the  usual  notice  in  Irish  Oifiguil. 

A  Query 

A  member  wrote  querying  the  position  in  normal  retail 
pharmacy  practice  now  that  a  directive  had  been  given  to 
hospital  and  dispensary  pharmacists  to  use,  where  possible, 
the  B.P.  or  B.P.C.  equivalent  of  branded  medicines.  The 
President  said  that  chemists  should,  when  a  particular 
brand  was  ordered,  supply  that  article.  A  substitute  should 
be  supplied  only  with  the  consent  of  the  doctor.  Members 
had  a  professional  and  ethical  responsibility  in  the  matter. 
It  had  always  been  understood  that  the  brand  ordered 
on  the  prescription  was  always  dispensed.  He  wished  it  to 
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be  clearly  understood  that  the  Department's  directive  issued 
to  hospitals  and  dispensaries  did  not  apply  to  retail  phar- 
macists. In  all  cases  where  a  particular  brand  was  ordered 
on  a  prescription  that  brand  must  be  supplied.

Pills,  Potions  and  Granny 

richard  armour,  Hammond,  Hammond  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
87  Gower  Street,  London,  W.C.2.  8i  x  5j  in.  Pp.  141. 
12s.  6d. 

An  entertaining  hour  is  promised  those  who  read  the  phar- 
maceutical (and  other)  reminiscences  of  Richard  Armour. 
The  author  had  experience  of  retail  pharmacy  in  South 
California  fifty  years  ago,  and  looks  back  across  the  years 
to  his  boyhood,  which  centred  in  and  around  his  father's 
drug  store  in  Pomona.  Mr.  Armour,  sen.,  fought  a  losing 
battle,  trying  to  keep  the  flag  of  pure  pharmacy  flying  in 
the  teeth  of  an  economic  gale  compounded  of  the  chain 
store  and  the  soda  fountain.  The  passages  devoted  to  the 
pharmacy  itself  will  appeal  to  pharmacist  readers  for  their 
accuracy,  and  no  one  who  had  not  had  the  practical  experi- 


ence could  have  written  so  convincingly.  For  example : 

"  Where  the  devil  do  we  keep  the  liquorice  root  ? 
"  In  the  top  drawer  on  the  west  side,  three  paces  from  the 
south  end  of  the  display  cases  with  the  shaving  brushes  made 
from  genuine  badger  bristles." 

"  But  that's  the  drawer  that  says  Castile  Soap  on  the  outside, 
and  I  looked  in  and  its  full  of  corks.  Why  do  we  have  corks 
in  a  drawer  marked  Castile  Soap? 

"  Well,  we  moved  the  soap  up  by  the  Baby  Talc,  and  the  corks 
come  from  Spain,  and —  " 

"All  right,  all  right,  but  for  God's  sake  where  is  the  liquorice 
root?  " 

"  In  the  drawer  where  I  told  you,  feel  round  in  the  corks 
and  you'll  find  a  box  underneath.  That's  where  the  liquorice 
root  is." 

That  rings  true.  It  could,  at  one  time,  have  been  paral- 
leled in  every  pharmacy  in  Britain.  And  there  would  be 
found  many  who  would  echo :  "  It's  the  worst  retail  trade 
there  is.  Do  you  have  to  study  chiropody  and  pass  examina- 
tions to  sell  shoes?  Do  you  have  to  keep  a  furniture  store 
open  on  Sundays  in  case  of  emergencies?  Not  on  your 
tintype!  " 

"  Granny  "  kept  a  watchful  eye  on  the  conduct  of  the 
business,  and  was  a  powerful  influence  both  in  the  phar- 
macy and  the  home.  The  book  is  entirely  free  from  the 
errors  that  so  often  creep  into  descriptions  of  pharmacy 
in  literature,  and  should  help  the  pharmacist  to  see  the 
humour  in  the  daily  round. 
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My  Now  Doctrine  or  Signatures

YOU  know  how  ideas  that  go  out  of  fashion 
eventually,  in  clothes  or  wallpaper,  seem  to  come 
back  in  again  —  modified,  perhaps,  but  still 
recognisably  the  same. 

I  used  to  speculate  how  the  process  of  re- 
birth began,  but  now  I  know.  Somebody  is 
vouchsafed  a  flash  of  revelation — call  it  Divine 
revelation  if  you  will — in  which  a  whole  tract 
of  the  future  is  suddenly  seen  and  comprehended 
in  toto,  like  one  of  those  infra-red  photographs 
that  show  every  detail  in  sharp  focus  from  here 
to  fifty  miles  away.  I  came  to  know  this  through 
having  had  just  such  a  revelation  myself.  The 
outcome  was  my  new  Doctrine  of  Signatures, 
and  you  may  all  take  it  from  me  that  in  a  year 
or  two  most  of  the  research  workers  in  the 
pharmaceutical  industry  will  be  devising  new 
medicinal  agents  in  accordance  with  it. 

May  I  first  remind  you  about  the  old  original 
doctrine?  It  was  "  that  the  Creator,  in  providing 
herbs  for  the  service  of  man,  had  stamped  on 
them,  at  least  in  many  instances,  an  indication 
of  their  remedial  value  "  (Wootton's  "  Chronicles 
of  Pharmacy."  Volume  I.  p.  183).  That  system 
was  bound  to  break  down.  There  aren't  natural 
shapes  corresponding  to  all  the  diseases.  Indeed, 
if  there  had  been  shapes  for  some,  they'd  be 
too  horrible  to  bear  thinking  of. 

Today  we  have  the  advantage.  Our  pharma- 
ceutical manufacturers  arc  in  the  Molecular  Age 
(I  pass  lightly  as  a  mushroom  cloud  over  the 
fact  that  the  Atomic  Age  has  arrived  for  some 
other  sections  of  the  community).  They  can 
create  molecules  in  an  endless  variety  of  shapes 
and  sizes.  Shape  has  not  usually  been  the  prime 
consideration,  but  under  my  new  doctrine  of 
signatures  it  becomes  so. 

My  own  flash  of  revelation  came  recently  after 
an  attack  of  mental  indigestion  from  attending 
a  symposium  on  new  synthetic  drugs.  One  com- 
pound that  came  under  discussion  there  had  a 
molecule  that  fitted  neatly  over  a  nerve-ending 
like  a  blackberry  on  the  end  of  its  stalk.  The 
shape  of  the  molecule  was  the  decisive  factor 
in  the  therapy — so  much  so  that  if  one  of  the 
drupes  of  the  blackberry  were  removed,  some 
molecular  marauder  would  penetrate  to  the  nerve 
ending  and  cause  trouble.  I  won't  reproduce  the 
actual  molecule  that  was  depicted  at  the  sym- 
posium, because  my  concern  is  with  future  pos- 
sibilities rather  than  present  achievements. 

Let  me  design  an  even  better  molecule  and 
show  it  to  you.  confident  that  the  boys  in  the 
organic  chemistry  lah.  will  find  some  way  of 
synthesising  the  compound,  even  though  (my 
knowledge  of  organic  chemistry  not  being  what 
it  ought  to  be)  I  may  be  breaking  new  ground 
in  devising  it.  Picture  the  molecule  then  like 
this:  —

The  dotted  rule  represents  the  nerve  ending, 
and  you  can  see  that,  when  the  surface  a — h  is 
snugly  up  against  the  base,  nothing  much  can 
get  at  it  through  the  forest  of  CHu's. 

Let's  take  the  idea  a  stage  further.  Picture  a 
patient  who  has  had  an  operation,  and  in  the 
process  some  of  the  nerves  have  become  severed 
What  could  meet  the  situation  better  than  a 
rod-like  molecule  with  a  cup-like  receptor  struc- 
ture at  each  end,  preferably  with  some  spare 
carbon  bonds  inside  to  reach  out  a  helping  hand 
to  the  severed  end  of  the  nerve.  Something  like 
this:  —

That's  still  only  scratching  the  surface  of  the 
possibilities.  Let's  devise  a  molecule  for  that 
condition  so  prevalent  among  business  executives: 
amnesia.  Clearly  what  is  called  for  is  a  sort  of 
molecular  itching  powder  with  sharp  excrescences 
that  can  be  relied  upon  to  prod  the  memory, 
not  leaving  it  alone  until  appropriate  action  has 
been  taken.  As  a  first  suggestion,  which  could 
be  modified  in  all  sorts  of  patentable  ways, 
something  like  this  might  do:  —

forcing  the  podium  outwards  as  they  trail  behind 
it.  As  they  emerge,  the  water-vapour /air  equi- 
librium at  the  surface  of  the  skin  causes  them 
to  float  and  spread  around,  like  a  mat-like  sea- 
weed at  the  tide-line,  with  its  lubricating  and 
demulcent  character.  The  molecule  might  be 
something  like  this,  revealing  a  medicated 
nucleus:  — 


Of  course,  if  the  poor  chap  taking  the  drug 
is  not  to  have  his  memory  tickled  so  much  he 
gets  like  a  goaded  bull,  there  will  have  to  be 
an  antidote  available.  The  obvious  thing  is  a 
sort  of  fountain-pen-cap  type  of  molecule,  simi- 
lar in  principle  to  a  crash  helmet,  but  longer 
and  narrower  in  shape,  the  cap  fitting  snugly  into 
position.  To  illustrate  the  idea,  f  show  dart  and 
case  together: —

I  now  come  to  a  much  more  elaborate  and 
complex  example.  The  basic  theory  is  to  provide 
the  reverse  of  one  of  those  drugs  that  is  applied 
externally  but  acts  transdermally.  It  is  a  drug 
taken  internally  and  extruded  like  ectoplasm  to 
spread  a  thin  protective  film  over  a  wound  sur- 
face. So  far  as  I  am  aware  the  natural  ecto- 
plasm molecule  has  never  been  isolated,  so  there 
is  little  but  the  imagination  to  work  upon,  but  1 
picture  our  synthetic  drug  as  having  a  loosely 
knit  system  of  molecular  fronds  that  can  be 
screwed  up  into  a  tight  wad  or  ball  within  the 
tablet  the  patient  takes.  In  the  body  the  thing 
loosens  up  and  the  fronds  function  as  flagellar. 


I  could  go  on  giving  further  suggestions  but. 
really,  that  is  the  function  of  others  better 
equipped,  chemistry-wise,  to  take  over  now  that 
I  have  shown  the  way. 

And  anyway  I  have  to  break  off  now  because 
my  wife  has  just  come  in  with  a  kind  gentleman 
wearing  a  peak  cap  and  carrying  some  blankets. 
He  says  he  wants  to  take  me  for  a  nice  ride 
in  a  comfortable  motor  car  to  a  big  building 
where  f  shall  meet  new  friends  who  are  given  lo 
having  the  same  sort  of  bright  ideas. 


Christmas  over  the  Years 


Denver  Williamson 


IN  1917,  as  an  apprentice  of  four  months'  stand- 
ing I  experienced  my  first  Christmas  in  pharmacy 
at  Lutterworth,  a  small  market  town  in  Leicester- 
shire. A  closed  door  was  then  regarded  as  an 
invitation  to  keep  out,  so  during  business  hours 
our  door  was  always  open,  allowing  customers 


and  occasionally  snowflakes  a  free  passage.  The 
only  heating  was  a  gas  jet  for  the  sealing  wax 
and  for  warming  the  Governor's  finger  tips. 
Constant  movement  was  otherwise  our  sole  source 
of  heat.  We  were  never  still,  but  how  we  appren- 
tices suffered  from  chilblains  in  both  hands  and 
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feet.  There  was  little  difficulty  in  serving  the 
Christmas  shoppers  in  those  days,  for  there  was 
no  overwhelming  variety  of  goods  to  confuse  the 
mind.  That  year  we  featured  the  flower  perfumes 
made  by  Zenobia  of  Loughborough:  Sweet  pea, 
honeysuckle,  bean  blossom  and  night-scented 
stock,  each  in  j-oz.  bottle  complete  in  carton 
for  2s.  9d.  Luce's  Jersey  eau  de  Cologne  was  in 
vogue,  and  fancy  soaps  by  Vinolia.  A  few  items 
such  as  good  shaving  and  hair  brushes  com- 
pleted the  Christmas  stock — not  enough  to  push 
aside  the  old  trusties — Beechams  pills,  Owbridges 
lung  tonic,  Eno's  Fruit  Salt,  Veno's  Lightning 
cough  cure  and  Aspro.  Deltol  and  Veganin  were 
still  to  be  thought  of,  phenobarbitone  undreamt 
of,  and  the  only  tranquilliser  in  common  use  was 
alcohol.  Neither  was  any  old  stock  left  over 
for  next  year,  as  everything  not  sold  by  Christ- 
mas eve  was  used  as  presents  from  the  Governor 
to  his  friends  and  customers;  the  delivery  of 
those  gifts  kept  us  busy  till  10.30  p.m.,  when  it 
was  our  lot  to  be  dismissed  with  a  "  Merry 
Christmas  "  and  double  wages  (my  wage  was  5s. 
a  week). 

My  late  Governor  has  been  spared  much. 
Never  was  he  to  see  women  buying  men's  toilet- 
ries and  teenage  girls  spending  pounds  on  lip- 
stick and  lacquer.  That  would  have  been  too 
much  for  him.  The  50  per  cent,  purchase  tax 
would  have  completely  finished  him  off. 

Christmas  1921  found  me  at  Folkestone  as  an 
improver,  indoors  at  £5  a  month.  The  holiday 
was  spent  on  duty  answering  the  bell  day  and 
night  to  dispense  prescriptions,  urgent  and  other- 
wise— truly  a  working  Christmas. 

The  happiest  Christmas  of  my  life  was  in 
1923,  spent  with  a  dozen  or  so  fellow  students 
at  our  College  digs  off  the  Clapham  Road,  Lon- 
don, S.W.9.  The  following  Christmas  was  much 
more  subdued,  as  the  final  had  to  be  faced  in  a 
few  days'  time.  However,  abstinence  paid  a 
handsome  dividend,  for  1  qualified  as  a  chemist 
and  druggist  on  January  2,  1925. 

Trade  was  not  brisk  with  me  during  the 
Christmas  of  1926  in  the  East  End  of  London, 


YOU'D  BE  FLOORED,  TOO  :  Seeing  the 
"  CHEMIST"  sign  and  dashing  in  with  an  urgent 
prescription,  any  customer  would  feel  nonplussed 
at  rinding  himself  on  the  carpet.  The  explanation? 
Probably  not  such  an  intentionally  unethical 
practice  as  giving  a  dental  examination  and  bottle 
of  hangover  mixture  with  every  roll  of  linoleum. 
Instead,  just  an  oversight  by  the  trader  who  took 
over  a  pharmacy  in  Tooting,  London,  S.W.17, 
and  converted  it  into  a  carpet  showroom. 


where  the  grocer  next  door  sold  tea  and  sugar 
by  the  pennyworth  straight  into  the  tea  caddy 
or  sugar  bowl.  In  that  year  my  customers'  re- 
quirements seemed  limited  to  items  priced  not 
above  sixpence. 

Rather  strange  and  out  of  place  was  the 
Christmas  of  1928,  when  I  was  English  chemist 
at  the  Farmacia  Rebaudi,  Bordighera,  on  the 
Italian  Riviera — wonderful  sunshine  and  flowers 
and  wine  and  no  Christmas  trade  to  worry  about. 

Just  before  the  Christmas  of  1930  I  returned 
from  South  America  and  found  myself  "  rest- 
ing," as  our  actor  friends  so  nicely  put  it. 
I  was  out  of  work  for  three  months  in  all — 
hard  times  those. 

The  early  thirty's  brought  in  the  gift-  cases  and 
sets  by  Yardley,  Coty,  4711,  etc,  in  earnest. 
Well  do  I  remember  a  Christmas  in  1932  at 
Andrews  pharmacy  at  Hythe,  Kent.  I  spent  it  in 
a  prison  cell  as  the  guest  of  the  local  sergeant 
of  police.  The  party  became  too  large  to  be 
accommodated  in  his  bedrooms  or  too  inebriated 
to  leave  the  premises — I  can't  remember  which. 

Have  you  ever  had  your  routine  well  and 
truly  disturbed  at  Christmas.  I  did  in  1937, 
Just  as  I  was  about  to  carve  the  turkey  I  had 
to  abandon  the  task  to  go  to  the  pharmacy  and 
make  up  an  urgent  prescription  for  a  baby.  But 
don't  worry.  The  chances  are  hundreds  to  one 
against.  1  was  unlucky  after  twenty  years  in 
pharmacy. 

I  made  my  quickest  sale  ever  during  the 
Christmas  of  1940.  The  purchase  was  a  manicure 
set  for  ten  shillings,  which  was  bought  in  as 
many  seconds.  An  air  raid  was  in  progress  and

the  bombs  were  expected  at  any  moment.  But 
we  will  quickly  pass  over  the  lean  war  Christ- 
mases,  with  their  cosmetic  quotas.  Fortunately 
there  was  no  old  stock  to  contend  with  during 
those  years. 

Money  was  never  more  plentiful  than  in  1953. 
At  Christmas  time  that  year  I  was  at  Coventry. 
Business  was  swift  and  all  too  easy  —  Yardley 
travelling  cases  and  Chanel  perfume  at  £4  4s. 
were  frequent  sales. 

My  hottest  Christmas  was  in  Basutoland  in 
1957,  with  Christmas  Day  cold  lunch  al  fresco  at 
80°  in  the  shade.  We  sold  toys  from  Japan  and 
Christmas  cards,  etc.,  at  the  pharmacy  at 
Maseru,  but  did  not  get  busy  until  December 
20,  at  which  date  the  customers'  January  accounts 
started.  They  were  then  able  to  buy  on  new  time. 
Practically  all  business  there  was  on  credit. 

Last  Christmas  was  pleasantly  passed  in  East 
Anglia.  Business  was  good  but  not  brilliant,  the 
staff  always  in  doubt  whether  they  had  enough 
stock  for  the  seasonal  trade.  After  Christmas  the 
same  staff  spent  three  days  wrapping  up  the 
unsold  gifts  and  placing  the  parcels  in  labelled 
boxes  to  await  Christmas  1960. 

In  the  Midlands,  1960  will  not  go  down  as 
a  record  Christmas.  At  the  time  of  writing 
people  have  shown  themselves  more  careful  in 
their  spending.  My  stock  is,  as  usual,  hundreds 
of  pounds  up  in  value.  It  is  possible  that  we 
shall  have  a  white  Christmas  this  year.  I  am  noi 
dreaming  of  that,  but  of  an  ethical  pharmacy 
at  which  bismuth  would  be  "  as  usual  "  not  only 
after  Christmas  but  before.  I  hope  Christmas 
will  be.  for  us  all,  a  happy  one.
